INTERESTING PROSECUTION. 

AtH.M, Supreme Court, Shanghai, | 
on jan, 5, His Honour Judge ‘Skinner- 
Turner heard ‘a case of unusual in: ¥ 
terest in connection with. the religious | 
practices of Sikhs in Shanghai, Thé | 
defendant, Hari. Singh, was summon- 
ed for that, being a British suBjecr, | 
he did ‘publicly deride, mock and in 
sult the Sikh religion, being a reli- | 
gion observed in China, ‘contrary iq 
Article 13 of the Order in Council of 
1904, 

The prosecution was conducted by 
Mr. H. P. Wilkinson, Crown Advo- 
cate, and. Mr? Faithtuil, Police Lega! 
Adviser, also: appeared. 

In opening the case, the Crown; 
Advocate said the only other case of ' 
.the kind on record, so far as he knew 
was that re Jackson, in 1911, "a Brie 
tish subject then being charged with 
inedting and deriding the Christian 

religion, - The“ question as to whether 
the scope of the Order in Couneil was 
limited. to indigenous religions was. 
then gone into fully, and the Court 
held that the’ Order was not fimited ‘to 
native religions.’ It related to reli- 
gicns “" established "and “ observed:”” 
in China. The’ object ot | this ‘section 
} of the order was not the. protection 
of religion, but- maifténance of the 
Public, peace. “ 

Mr. Faithtall then briefly stated the 
ease for the prosecution, which was 
‘that some months ago the defendant 
cut off his hair, a grave offence against, 
the ' Sikh Feligion,’ which ‘laid down’, 
‘strict’ rules with. regard.to cutting the. 
hair ‘and beard. This brought him 
into ‘disrepute “atthe ‘Gurdwara. On 
December 29, the. Sikh’ whose duty ° 
Y it ‘to clean the church? After ser- 
Vices‘ found ‘a’ parcel’ placed’ in front, 
OF the Sacred: Book, The parcel con-’ 
tained four $5 notes, a piece ‘of gold,, 
‘two'éarrings: and.a mass of hair bound 
to-a stick, making a'kind of fly whisk...

AMERICA "A HAS: 2 AUTICAL 
SCHOOL. 


To help ‘in the 2 upbuiliing of. the 
American: merchant marine the State 
of Washingtom has established’ a nau- 
tical school with every facility for 
training young men to becomermarine 
officers. This school is entirely ine 
‘dependent of the training, stations. mow 
opera ed) by the fed a government 
under the direction of the United. 
States Shipping Board. 

The state's training school has been 
established in this city at the Univer- 
sity of Washington, where the United! 
States, gundeat * Vicksburg" is used 
‘for teaching the. embryo mariners. 
The school has nothing military about 
it, The students are called! cadets 

‘and Gnly chose between the ages of 17 

‘and 21 years are: eligible to’ take the 
two-years’ ‘course. They will be 
trained’ to’ become marine. officers 
only. 

The cadets live aboard the “ Vicks 
burg,” which was mace available to 
the scheol by the United States Navy 
department. The only expense the 
students. have is for food, clothing and 
ledging which for ' the, two-years’ 
course is S155. This is the oniy 
expense the state has asked the cadets 
to meet. 

The pupils will be given a four 
months" cruise each surnmer and some 
of these trips may lead to foreign 
ports. There will be no mifitary ine 
struction. 

The classes will be taught all 
branches, ‘of navigation, seamanship, 
marine engineering and elementary 
ship: instruction, such as storage and 
unloading of cargo... 

‘Lieut. J. E. Jones, United States 
Navy, retired, is “chiel engineer, 
Commander F. E. Eckhardt, af the
